Blocked! 


In onr publication of a certified copy of 


the charter amendments, last week, we 
omitted Section 13, which provides for the 
election, and prescribe! the dntieg of City 
Auditor, for the reason that we considered 
it entirely inoperative, and of no legal 
force. The section provides that "on the 
first Tuesday of May next, (meaning May 
last) and also at the regular election of city 
officer* in the year 1874, and erery third 
year thereafter, a resident elector of said 
city shall be elected by the qualified rotors 
thereof aa City Auditor," etc. But the 
charter amendments were not passed and 
approved till the 13th of Hay, and hence 
the provision relating to City Auditor, 
about which there had been more discos 
sion than any other section o*l the bill, is 
rendered a dead letter. It will be remem- 
bered that the Council and Citizens' Com- 
mittee were unanimous'in recommending 
that the Council appoint the Auditor, but 
a few factious individuals in the pnbHo 
meeting to which the amendment* were 
submitted, insisted upon makingrit an 
elective office, one-individual, Mr. M. |N. 
Allen, of the Courier, frantically' threat- 
ening that unless this was complied with, 
he Democrats would defeat the whole 
bill in the Legislature. The point was 
therefore conceded by the Council and 
'itizens' Committee, and with the result 


above stated. We are accordingly left 


•ithont an Auditor, and without any 


means of securing one till "the first Tues- 
day of May next." 


But this is not the worst feature of the 


nue, for Section 13 also provides: " It 
shall be the duty of the said Auditor to 
approve and countersign all bonds hereafter 
issued by the Council or School Directors, 
iledging the faith and credit of the city, 
anil no city bond shall be valid without hit 
endorsement," and some of onr citizens io- 
ist that this leaves both the Council and 
chool Board without any legal authority 


to 
raise money 
for certain 
specific 


inrposes.

f not disastrous to the pnblic interests. 
Vhat opinion lawyers may bold in regard 
to the validity of any official action by 
ither Braid in the premises, may or may 
lot be sustained by the Courts, in a con- 
traction of the legality of their_proceed- 
ngs, and it u possible that the whole sub- 
eot of street improvements and of school 
appropriations will be thus thrown upon 
he uncertain sea of legal perplexity and 
iisonssion. 
The public will sincerely deprecate this 
tate of affairs, if it sets back the city one 
'ear in a material point of view and dis- 
appoints the high expectations raised 
jf 
onr 
municipal 
progress.

a to be hoped there is some way oat of the 
liffionlty. 
The Council should make it 


be subject of immediate legal investiga- 
ion, and obtain the highest legal advice, 
and be governed accordingly. To proceed 
without compliance with the provisions 


>f the law in matters of substance and 
[orm, might entail heavy loss, litigation 
and penalties. 
Oar wishes are not the 


riterion of onr rights, and it would be 
ash and foolish to act unadvisedly in a 
matter of snch delicacy and magnitude, 
-/et ut be sure we are right before we go 
ahead. 


P. S.—Since writing the above we have 


examined Sec. 13 of the bill, as published 
n another column, and compared it with 
he anginal copy, as passed upon by the 
ublic meeting. We find that it has been 
rossly manipulated and entirely changed 
in its construction on material points. 
Vho has thus tampered with it we are 
unable to say, but we presume the Council 


•ill make it the subject of investigation.

Fourth, 
they are thp most virtuous class in the 
community. Living by the sweat of their 
brow, they do not often contract either the 
vices of idleness or thu vices of lux- 
ury and 
tfllaecoe. 
They belong to 


the 
great 
brotherhood 
of workeis, 


who are the only respectable people, for a 
man, who is a dione in the bee-hive of 
man industry, who lets his faculties mat 
out, who lives on the savings or earnings 
of other men, who adds nothing to the 
wealth or thought of the world is not 


lts*| respectable. The greatest blessing in life 


is occupation, remunerative and not de- 
generating into burdeneomi drudgery. 
There is more or less antagonism and 
jealousy between capital and labor every- 
where, and there is often misapprehension 
and injustice on both sides. In the first 
place, as a rule, a capable, laborious, and 
self-denying mechanic, who makes the 
most of his circumstance?, will rise by 
natural force of merit into the position of 
an employer, while the one who, grumb- 
ling at his lot, and cursing the inequality

organization 
to

dition of his {class often not only loses 
his own advancement, but does a positive 
injury to his iellow workman. Not but 
that trades should have their unions and 
rules for mutual protection, hut often 
their counsels and their action only tend 
to make matters worse, and "strikes" often 
recoil in greatest disaster upon *'the strik- 
ers." Still the relations of Capital and 
Labor are assuming the greatest impor- 
tance, and it has become a great problem 
how to make each friendly towards the 
other, and both harmonious. The depend- 
atjce of capital upon labor is palpable 
enough, and the advantage it has unde- 
niable, and for these very considerations, 
more sympathy should be felt for the 
needs and-interests of the mechanic olaas. 
To bring the matter home to onr own 
doors, where charity and reform should

dreds going to and from the labors of the 
day. The difference of the season makes 
little difference to them; hot or cold, wet 
or dry, it is all the same.

Few holi- 
days gladden and relieve the uniform 
drudgery of their employment. Only San- 
days does the tireless machine stand still. 
Few are the amusements that refresh their 
'acuities. 


To say that Government owes this man, 


aa every other citizen, justice, freedom,

encouragement,

is a shallow idea 


that

Business,'as scch, can not be conducted 
on the principle of a charitable institn- 
ion. 
Wages are regulated by unseen

Bat the community at large owes a great 
deal to the mechanic classes in their midst' 
and their obligation is perfectly consistent 
with their interests, so we shall show in 
another,«rticle. Wo'shall bring this mat- 
ter home to the mechanics and business 
classes generally of this city.

The Refining Centre of the 
Future. 


From the N. T. Bulletin. 


The Titosville HERALD of the 12th inst, 


takes seven exceptions to the nine reasons 
which we published a few days ago to 
support onr assertion that, with proper 
freiaht facilities, New York onght to con- 
trof the refining trade. ' Inasmuch as it 
would be one of the greatest gains that 
could possibly be achieved for the valuable 
trada of-jiil refining if all parties oould 
agree concerning the one place which is 
distinctly the best refining centre, we will 
devote additional space to the general 
consideration of tb* subject and of onr 
contemporary's arguments, with a view of 
aiding the common progress toward such 
decision. 
• 


All refined oil exported must be shipped 


in packages; and if refined oil could be 
brought in bulk from the West to the 
water side in tank cars as cheaply as it 
could be made here, there is no establish- 
ment in New York that could undertake 
to pack it from bulk cars into barrels ot 
cans at a cost within half a cent per gal- 
lon of the rate at which oar city refiners 
constantly do it. Again, if refined oil be 
brought from the West in barrels, no mat- 
ter how thoroughly it may be inspected 
there for quality, quantity and condition 
of packages, such oil must always continue 
to be, as it is now, re-inspected bere, or 
exporters would'not take it. Such re-in- 
spection necessitates the expenses of sec- 
ond handling, and of more or less cooper- 
age, etc. So far, then, as the packing is 
concerned, we hold that the advantages 
are demonstrated to be inrevoreibly in 
favor of New York. 


As regards our previous statement that 


the railway or canal companies would be 
benefited by the fact of transporting 43 
per cent-more of weight, at higher rates, 
m bringing crude bere instead of refined, 
no denial of it is attempted. That is one 
of the strongest arguments in favor of 
New York, as we think, but if we are 
mistaken we should like to have the inex- 
actness demonstrated. 
Concerning the 


HERALD'S averment that Titnsville has the 
skill, labor and material which will com- 
pare favorably with those to be found in 
New York or any other part of the coun- 
try for building refineries, we submit, on 
evidence, that the moment for making 
it 
was 
most 
inopportunely 
cho- 


sen. The Central 0,1 Works, destroy- 
ed by fire at Sixty-fifth street Dock, only 
last Sunday, were constructed by a veil 
known firm of Titusville. These works 
are said by their owners and an insurance 
company to have been burned sololy in 
oonequence of a grave defect in construc- 
tion, which permitted thp still to "settle" 
nearly a foot, thus breaking the "tar" pipe 
against the brick-work, and^letting the 
contents of the still run out,*pou the fire 
below.

nothing to the reputation of the constrnc- 
tivo ability of Titusville. Regarding the 
capacity of that city to manufacture all 
the chemicals required for refining at 
prices as low as those of New York, we 
would respectfully question whether sul- 
phuric acid can be placed in the hands of 
refiners there at l}£o to l^o per pound, 
which are the ranging prices here on a 
scale the average of whioh has been de- 
scending for some time. 
As to nearly all 


.he Titusville refined oil being raid before 
it is manufcctnred, if it be so sold without 
the refiner going "abort" for bis erode, 
and 
consequently 
having 
the price 


of crude "put up" on him, it 
is 


certainly 
a 
very 
great 
advan- 


ge. But we may question the possibility 


of a Titusville refiner speculating in many 
nstancea with this advantage. If any 
Titusville refiner have the 
means of 


>nying his crude continuously ou this 
condition, his metropolitan confreres will 
cheerfully pay him $500,000 for his secret. 
Naphtha is now worth 5o per gallon in 
mil: here. If it is worth more at the oil 
region to put down the wells without 
>eing brought up again in company with 
more naphtha, we will concede the justice 
of the HKRALD'S fourth conception. Con- 
cerning the statement that our half- 
rates of insurance — as compared with 
those of the West—are fully counterbal- 
anced by the higher price of real estate 
n New York, when compared with that 
of real estate there, we have to (ay that 
our refineries, with two exceptions, are 
ooated outside of the city's limiti«, and 
usually on ground that would certainly 
>e "no man's land" if it were not a refin- 
er's. Nothing but the actual figures oi 
the values can decide whether refioory lots 
are dearer in New York or in Tituttville; 
mt we strongly incline to the opinion that 
h comparison, of values would ahow that 
he land occupied by oil works in Titus- 
ville is worth at least as much ai the lota 
pn occupied in the neighborhood of New 
York. The f*ct that, in the instance of 
the Titnsvilla refineries, the oil flows 
directly 
from 
the 
well* in 
pipes, 


and 
(<fter 
being 
refiued, 
wo pre- 


sum<-) into 
tank curs without 
any 


landling in barrels whatever, constitutes 
a great paving in labor expenses; but it 
certainly does no more than cfF-ot about 
mlf the expenses of barreling bulk oil 
from tank cars after its Arrival here. In 
conclusion, we submit that onr previous 
exposition of the inherent natural advan- 
tages of New York aa the great refining 
centre, if its natural advantages be not de- 
stroyed by artificial freight discrimina- 
tions against them, has not been materially 
shaken. The editors of the Titusville 
HEKALT5 are, necessarily, thoroughly in- 
formed on all matters pertaining to the 
production and manufacture of petroleum; 
bnt we have been unable to refrain from 
offering these additional comments on the 


palpable absurdity" of their Iswt attempt 


to demolish our position. 


REJIAKKS —In reply to the above, we 


would say tnat onr Titusville refiners con- 
gratulate the refiner* of Now York upon 
the heavy margins which they have real- 
ized daring the past nix months, but they 
have no desire publicly to raise an issue 
upon questions relating to their private 
bu.iuess. They have placed us in possess. 
ion of all tho facts and details relative to 
the advantages of refining here, aud ex- 
press themselves willing to give the Ne1 


York refiners every opportunity uf ex- 
amining 
their works, and 
deciding 


the 
question 
for 
themselves. 


Meanwhile 
our 
refiners 
cannot 


make up their minds to emigrate to New 
York, for the purpose of profitably refin- 
ing oil; in fact the tide of emigration ap- 
pears to have settled in this direction. 
Thoto who have sunk their money in New 
York refineries, are only waiting a favora- 
ble opportunity to get out of the business*, 
and move here. The exhaustive argu- 
ments of our cotemporary, the Bulletin, ate 
Kjuietly considered a very good joke, and 
we are only sorry that we cannot do 
them 
justice in 
oar reply.

We notice in the New York Bulletin an 


article which disparagingly relates to the 
workmanship and skill employed in the 
construction of the Central Oil Works on 
Sixtyfixth street, recently destroyed by 
fire. The cause of the accident is stated 
to have been the settling of the still, and 
•consequent fracture of the tar pipe, woich 
allowed the oil to flow into the fire. We 
would state that this settling bad nothing 


to do with the construction of the works, 
whioh were built according to con- 
tract upon the spot selected by the 
proprietor?. The foundation was at any 
time liable to be washed away by the force 
of the tide, as eventually proved to be the 
case. The settling was not therefore owing 
t* any defect in the superstructure, but 
owing to the natural condition of the 
foundation. 
The 
contractors had 
no 


choice of locality, and therefore no blame 
can be attached to them. The least set- 
tling or cracking of the walls should 
have been carefully attended to, and it is 
one of the piiuoinal duties of those in 
charge of re-fineries to see that tho tar 
pipes are examined^ after eaoh^rmnniag, as 
being exposed to an intense heat they, are 
liable to leak by expansion and con- 
traction. 


Had the same settling taken place in 


Titusville, the refinery superintendent 
would at once have secured the tar pipe 
from breaking, Which is a very simple 
matter to any one who properly under- 
stands his business. 
The works were all 


in perfect running order when we left 
them, and were accepted, tested, and in- 
sured, to the satisfaction of those con- 
cerned. 
They 
were also in perfect 


running order at the time the fire broke 
out, which was occasioned by carelessness 
on the part of those in charge of the tar 
pipe.

IN CIIAJITBB AMENDMENT. 


Section 13. On the first Tuesday of May 


next, and also ut tho regular election of 
city officers in the year eighteen hundred 
and seventy-four, and every third year 
thereafter, a resident elector of said city 
shall be elected by the qualified voters 
thereof, as city auditor, whose term of 
office shall commence npon the filing and 
approval of a sufficient bond, with one or 
more sufficient surety or sureties, and 
continue in office until his successor is 
elected and qualified. The said auditor, 
before entering npon his official duties, 
shall give bond with one or more sufficient 
surety, or sureties, to be approved by the 
Mayor, in the penal sum of ten thousand 
dollars, and conditioned for the faithful 
diaohargu of the duties of his office, and 
for the surrender to his successor of all 
books, papers, 
vouchers, instruments, 


rights and property pertaining or belong- 
ing thereto. The said auditor may be re- 
moved for any official misconduct, after a 
hearing by the court of common pleas of 
said county, and in case of vacancy, by 
death, removal, or inability to perform the 
duties of said office, the court of common 
pleaa 
of 
eaid 
county may appoint 


a proper person to fill the vacancy. 
It 


shall be the duty of said auditor to ap- 
prove and countetsign all bonds hereafter 
issued by the councils or school directors 
pledging tho faith and credit of the city, 
ind no city bond shall be valid without 
bis endorsement; and al?o register all such 
city bonds in a book to be kept for such 
purpose, and to receive all vouchers, ac- 
counts, and demands against the city 
which shall have been allowed by the 
councils, examine them in detail, fila and 
number them in the order of their allow- 
ance, register them, with the amount al- 
,owed far each voucher, and date of allow- 
ance in the same order, in a proper book 
provided for such purpose by the councils. 
[f he shall doubt their correctness or val- 
dity, be shall register them in a separate 
.ist and return them to the council with 
ais objections in writing. In case the same 
shall thereafter be allowed by a vote of a 
majority of all the members of the council 
elected, and not otherwise, the said vouch- 
er, together with the action of tha council, 
and the objections of the auditor, all in 
writing, shall be returned to the auditor, 
who shall, withia ten days thereafter, if 
ais objections be not removed by action of 
the 
council, 
transmit 
the 
said 


voucher, with his 
objections to the 


action 
of 
the 
council, 
together 


with 
the 
action 
of 
the 
council 


thereon, to the court of common pleas of 
the said county if in session, or to the law 
jud&e in vacation, for decision. And it 
ihall be the duty of the said court, or judge 
in vacation, to hear and determine the 
question in dispute without unnecessary 
deliy, whioh decision of the court, or 
judge in vacation, shall be conclusive. 
Whenever anj claim shall be ordered paid 
by the council, and a warrant therefor 
'hall bo given by the clerk upon the treas- 
urer, it shall bo the duty of tho auditor, if 
tie approve it, npon thu account or claim 
t>ein^ properly discharged in writing, to 
countersign and register said warrant The 
clerk of councils dbttll also register all claims 
which shall be thus ordered paid, and notu 
the issuing of the warrant for the payment 
.hereof. And no warrant for the payment 
of any claim on the city shall be paid by 
the treasurer, unless it shall be npproved 
by the auditor. It shall be the duty of 
the auditor to keep a complete set of books 
exhibiting the financial condition of the 
city 
:-j Us various departments and 


funds, ita 
resources 
»nd 
liabilities, 


with a proper classification thereof; and 
when any fund or appropriation has been 
exhausted by warrants already drawn 
thereon, he shall advise the council there- 
of, at there next meeting. • He ehall also 
keep euch accounts of all bonds, notes, 
mortgages, lease*, rents, interest, taxes, 
assessment*, trad all other moneys receiv- 
able or payable, and of all property, real, 
personal, and mixed, belonging to the city, 
that the financial condition of the city and 
State, of each fund and department there- 
of, that all the property of the city cany at 
any timti bo known at bis office. 
The 


same duties rtnd directioLfl in ibij section 
stated, us to aaid city and its bond*, ac- 
counts, claims, property, find affairs, and 
in reapect to tho council, clerk, treasurer 
and auditor, shall uppiy to and be carried 
out in the Sftma "manner, by and in refer- 
ence t> tho Aboard of fichool directors of 
said city, their clerk und treasurer and 
said auditor, and embrace in like manner 
their bonds, accionnts, claims, property 
aud affairs, go far as in the URture of the 
case applicable.

duty of the said auditor, annually, on the

ihow the entire indebtedness of each tor 
all purposes. To ennble mid auditor to 
perform hii duties in this act prescribed, 
the board, officers and persons above 
named bhhll furnish to him, npon request, 
such inspection of books, pipers, vouch- 
ers, accounts, f tatemenf, and instruments 
and copies us shall be neceFStiry therefor; 
and the ss>id nuflirnr cli-01 hove power tu 
issue subfcoaan for per-on-' aud papers, and 
to administer oaths jtnd affirmations, and 
such other powers as are given by law to 
tlie connty auditors of Crawford, so far a& 
necessary to a<complioh the nbove pur- 
pcees. The said hnditor shall receive, in 
full compensation for his services under 
tHs att. -uch sum as shall be allowed by 
tha council, not l««s thna one thousand 
dollars, nor mor. than two thousand dol- 
lars annually, and shall hold no other city 
office during hi-* term RS auditor; and no 
member of tho oouucil (.hall be eliziblo to 
thejoffice of nnditor for two j ears after his 
term of offi'-e as counc^mnn shall expire. 
The council ph^ll provide a suitable and 
convenient room or office for paid auditor, 
and alno provide for bin n'e nil the neces- 
sary blank booka and stationary at the ex- 
pense of tha city.
